were mostly barefooted The officers had eloth shoes, or 
rather moccasins on, and some of the others had straw 
mats lashed on the soles of their feet, and others had san- 
dals ‘Shere was nothing about us that excited their cu- 
poy ne much ag red flannel and broad cloth, I hada 
black coat on, and every one that could get nigh me, from 
the head cluef down, would get hold of and examine it, 
and seemed wonder uly to admire the cloth Our shoes 
were considerable of a curiosity to them 

I can form vo ides of what they subsist on, for I saw 
nothing to cat except a few turmps and radishes, though 
I made signs to them that I was hungry I saw rice 
straw, but it was too early in the spring to have much 
growing, though we saw some gardens that wore planted 
and had omons in them I saw no domestic animals ex- 
cpt horses and dogs The horses were small—the dogs 
of the Russian breed I saw no fowls—no birds except 
crows, which were quite plenty and very tame They 
would light down close among the natives The people 
appear to be a very timorous race, and were very anxious 
for me to go away When I made them understand that 
I would go as soon as the wind was favorable, they were 
much pleased, aud wanted to know where I came from 
and where I was guing I took a map of the world and 
showed them, and there was some that appeared very 
well to understand the map, end wanted to know which 
way I came, so 1 pointed it out to them, and they seem- 
ed to wonder, whether at the distance or what, I could 
not tell Icould uot get uny of them to go on board of 
the ship I wrote on a sheet of paper, that I carned 
ashore, and wanted them to keep it, and if another ship 
came there, to show st to them , but they would not keep 
wt They looked at it, and would place it before them 
with the Jucs up and down They made signs to me 
that if they accepted any thing they would have their 
heads cut off Ou the other side of the straights they ap- 


peared to be the same kind of people and would not ac- 
cept of any thing Lhey werd very unaiotis for mo to 


write, and severa] {them brought me paper and pencil, 
when I wrote for them ‘hey folded it very carefully 
and placed it in a book 

When we came to anchor here there were seven of 
ther vessels lying close to us They did not stop to get 
thur anchors, but shpped thei cables, made sail and got 
away as fast as they could The boats that were lying 
in the harbor were all hauled up 

Friday, May ith —Aty, A M, the wind ahead and 
v ry light, I took my boat and went on shore, where I 
found the imhabitants all prepared to receive me he 
eluef officers were in full military dress Two of them 
had on couts of mail made of pieces of cast irom, m va- 
rious shapes and sizes, neatly polished and connected by 
means of steel net work of small rings, one through the 
otter The head was covere! with a glazed cap The 
face Was bare, but ther arms, hands, and whole body 
cown to thew feet, were protected They carned no 
arms, but each had a fan m his hund There were about 
Antmen that were armed, some with short rifles, very 
heavy and of large calibre, and some with a short sort of 
biunderbuss, about two feet long and six inches in diame- 
ter, Mound mu wcoden stock much hke one of our 
horse pistols, aud all fitted with match locks, but I be- 
heye there were nonc of them loaded, for they allowed 
me to examine them, and [ found no mateh or priming 
A great part of the soldiers wore swords, and the afficora 
iwo ‘Lhe dress of the oficera I cannot descnbe. There 
wire no two of them dressed alike, but some of them 
wore very richly decorated with silk and woolen cloth of 
a bright rearlet color After I had bowed and kneeled 
m the presence of the chef officer, who was silting on a 
camp stool—which was carried by an attendant when 
he rode, which he always did as he went from one place 
to another—ho was very free and famthar, and wanted 
to know where I came from and whore I was gomg I 
went and got the American ensign and my charts, and 
pointed out to him the way I came and where 1 was go- 
ing He took great notice of the ensign, and counted 
the stars and stripes 

1 forgot to mention that when 1 went on board for 
ensign, that one of the under officers went with me , but 
I had to leave two of my men on shore as hostages He 
was very curious m examining the ship, and I think he 
had never seen glass, for I took him mto the cabin, and 
he was very much surprised at the windows; and when 
I gave hima piece of glass he accepted it, and showed 
himself a httle roguish atonce He pulled off bis clothes 
ripped them opens and put the glass, a silver dollar, n 
emall map of the world, and some other small things, into 
He then placed his hand upon his mouth to me as 
num. When I got on shoro with him, the 
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kneeled down and bowed himself to the ground and then 
rose, loosened his clothes and shook them, to let them 
seo that there was notinng about him He thon came 
and conducted me to the same placo, und made signs to 
buw, which I did I was then permitted to approach the 
chief officer, but not to stand before him TI had to re- 
main on my knees or siting on my feet He was very

had nothing but our hands to eat with They gave us

us, and a tiresome stretch of one straight league at least, 
before us, with (sweet solace') this httle time and ex- 
tremely long distance between us and our nearest dinner 
Tho earth, parched and hard and the road in, advance, 
possibly dusty ; horses were not to be had, and as ‘call- 
ing for cab” was more a matter of doubtful success, walk 
we must, and to it, after many grave suggestions, wo 
bent ourselves, with serio-comic mein, and staggered 
: hopes in any prospective glee 

‘Travellers three, on a dusty way Now a clumsy ox. 
cart would roll sluggishly by, scattering tho already dis- 
turbed and finely powdered earth in air chout us = ‘Then 
a troop of worthless curs, andthe heavy footed Indian 
guide, bringing up the rear, down whose throat, we, of 
course, did not forget to wish both cart and curs Praise- 
worthy patience and successful pedestrianiem, togethei, 
brought us up m the little Town of Sonoma, in due sea 
son Dinner was prepared, after Which, our kind host, 
Mr L at his leisure, and our personal solicitation, coim- 
municated a few hasty statistics of the place 

Sonoma, we learn to have boon named from an Indtun 
chief of some one of the ‘Tulare tribes, and of considera 
ble notoriety ‘Intelligent and brave, there were prob 
ably none from the neighboring tribes more renowned or 
revered Sonoma was founded m 1833, by Gen Ma 
rano Guadaloupe Vallejo, and held as a mere military 
post With the superlative attractions of an advantage- 
ously and prettily located mland town, mild and deliglit 
ful clinate, it i8 justly commanding a Iberal share of 
the attention of our conntrymen, and bids fair to flourish 
henceforth in the excess of American enterprise, if not to 
outstrip many of the venerable seaports of our southern 
coast It ıs situated three miles, and in a northeasterly 
direction from the Embacadara, under a range of hills, 
the barest mention of which would be well worthy to 
figure ma chapter of romance, the country about broad 
and level, to the east, an extended forest of woodland 
‘The whole width of plain yields a heavy growth of oak, 
dwarfish and gnarled, though to the westward the coun- 
try i8 for a few leagues generally better timbered Hero 
the valley opens to another beautiful and most fertile 
portion of this interesting country 

Sonoma now contains, probably not lest than furty- 
five, principally adobie, houses, and has an estimated 
population of two hundred and sixty souls Here ts tho 
Mission of Solano, time worn and crumbling A public 
house, upon an extensive plan has becu reared of late, 
and when finished will be one of the fairest features of 
the place In every direction, can be truced the almost 
magic progression of enterprise in its might New lands 
under cultivation, and continuous building on street and 
square Only a few miles distant from Sonoma, a ser- 
viceable saw mill is in constant operation 

We visited, the day following our arrival, at his unique 
planned and commodiously constructed mansion, the af- 
fluent and hospitable Gen V, and were received with 
that peculiarly bland sincenty with which his numerous 
guests are courteously welcomed, and agrecably enter- 
tained Procuring horses we prepared fog the prosecu- 
tion of our journey northward the same day 

At sunset, we were nding rapidly out of Sonoma, over 
a level road leading through the scattered oaks, around 
the base of the chain of hillsa—extending nearly the length 
of the valley m a westerly direction—through the whole 
length of the Napa country We gave, ere starting upon 
the journey, the parting hand to our third companion, 
and grieved his detention by stern, inflexible duty, the 
more, because night was setting in, and by the roadside, 
divested of the charms with which the light of day 
cheers the tired traveller onward, there must be a lack 
of incident, and the journey in consequence, thoroughly 
void of interest But we were now urging forward, and 
though by the time the woodland was passed and the bro- 
ken and hilly lands gained, night had fairly closed around, 
we were tolerably secure in the competence of our re- 
maining companion, to guard us in safety on, alternate- 
ly be chatted or laughed, whistled or sung, as he had 
more or less breath to spare, and all of which, of course, 
had the tendency to heighten our confidence, and impart

Eeu- 
dahties and follies a thousand, years.old were 
trampled down by the foot of the conseript ; 
and the only glimpses of common sense which 
lave visited three-fourths of Europe in our 
day, were let m through chinks made by the 
French bayonet The French were the grand 
improvers of every thing, though only for 
their own objects They made high roads for
